It is tbe bounden duty of rnlcrs 
and legislators lo hedge (he Sabbath round 
with such fenesa as shall keep out all dis- 
turbers of its calm repose. But out noble- 
minded City by-legislators— or rather, a 
ninjorily or tlicm,— have done all that in 
them lay to throw down these fences, and 
to e.vposB a portion of the City's day of 
rest to the noise nnd tumult of buying anil 
selling.
